tion. Mr. Robinson may bo trusted to 
purge the E!stree production of Canon 
Hannay's play of any trace of stage 
‘‘Trishism,’’ and the British film people 
are to be congratulated on their enter- 
prise in securing his services. I under- 
stand that he was called from Dublin by 
telegram, ju:S as he was about to cast 
Brinsley Macnamara’s new play, “ Mar- 
garet Gillan,’’ which will be produced 
at the Abbey in a few weeks. The cast- 
ine of the play now has been entrusted 
to Mr. Arthur Shields, who has been in

Che Gaiety Cheatre. 


The Gaiety Theatre, which is making 
application for the renewal of its patent, 
is now in its sixty-second year, having 
been opened to the public on 27th No- 
vember, 1871. It was the venture of a 
couple of young men, John and Michael 
Gunn, whose father had lost his life in an 
accident at Portobello Bridge, when an 
omnibus fell into the canal lock. Appro- 
priately enough, the opening piece at the 
Gaiety was Goldsmith's “ She Stoops te 
Conquer,’’ and the house has been asso- 
ciated almost entirely with the lighter 
drama and opera. In the early part of 
1874 the Brothers Gunn acquired the 
Theatre Royal, to which the Gaiety had 
been something of a rival, and until 1880 
the two theatres were managed jointly. 
In more recent times the two theatres 
have also been owned by.the same com- 
pany, but their paths have diverged 

widely, more particularly since the Royal 
became the Hippodrome, giving twice- 
nightly variety entertainments and show- 
ing films.. Rivalry has long since dis- 
appeared, and for about a quarter of a 
century the Gaiety has been the only 
Dublin theatre giving touring dramatic 
eompanies a home. 


Famous ‘Visitors. 


The Gaiety Theatre was built in what 
was, at the time, very remarkable speed; 
little over six months passed from the 
placing of the foundation-stone until the 
opening. From the beginning the tradi- 
tion of the stock company was abandoned, 
and reliance was placed entirely upon 
visiting companies from London. During 
its sixty-two years in being the stages of 
the Gaiety and Royal have known many 
of the greatest actors and singers of the 
time, including .Maas, Ludwig, Leslie 
Crotty, Snazelle, Georgina Burns, Julia 
Gavlord, Salvini in ‘‘ Othello,’’; Isabel 
Bateman, Phelps, and Genevieve Ward, at 
the Royal; Charles Mathews, Charles 
Wyndham, the Kendals, Hermann Vezin, 
Pavlova, Julia Neilson, Sir Frank Benson. 
and many others, in addition to the 
celebrities of the famous D’Oyly Carte 
Opera Company, which holds the Gaiety 
stage at the moment. Since the Royal 
became a vaudeyille theatre the Carl Rosa 
Opera Company has visited the Gaiety, 
where its productions almost rivalled the 
favourite D’Oyly Carte in popular esteem.

OLD-IRISH LAW TRACT. 


Mr. D. A. Binchy, in describing “ 
Crolige, a recently discovered old-Irish law 
tract,” said that several of the texts which 
formed pait of the Senchas Madr, the great 
collection of Irish customary law compiled at 
the beginning of the eighth century, have 
been lost, only their mames, and a 
isolated quotaticns from them surviving. Te 
these tex.s the Aretha Crolige, ‘‘ judgments 
on blood-lyings,’’ had hitherto been reckoned ; 
but a complete copy of this work had tnrned 
up in an Irish medical manuscript recently 
acquired by-the National Library of Ireland, 
It dealt with the primitive system of com- 
pensation for non-fatal injuries which imposed 
on the injurer the duty of providing for 
the nursing of his victim back to health, 
and supplying him with medical attendance.

INCREASED MEMBERSHIP. 


At the annual meeting of the shareholders 
of the Prudential! Health Insurance Society, 
which was held at Mills’s Hall, Dublin, last 
night, the Chairman, Mr. Richard J. Meller, 
M.P., proposed the adoption of the annual 
report, which stated that the approximate 
nett membership on December 3lst, 1932, was 
57,550, which répresented an approximate 
increase of 2,130 members over the actual 
audited membership at the corresponding 
period of 1351, and this constant increase 
might be taken as a mark of the coritinued 
confidence of the public in the administration 
of the society. 

The investments of the society remained 
unchanged, and had-~maintained _ their 
aggregate increase in market value.

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HOW GIRL MET 
HER DEATH. 


ASSAILANT FOUND 
INSANE. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 


OUND guilty of the murder of Elizabeth 
Barrett (18), of 5 Lower Wellington 
street, Dublin, but insane at the time of 

the act, Thomas O'Connor (27), a french 
polisher, of 52 Marlborough street, Dublin, 
‘was ordered to be detained during the 


Governor-General’s pleasure. :

Outlining the case íor the prosecution, Mr. 
Lynch ‘said that Elizabeth Barrett was a 
daughter of Francis Barrett, who lived with 
his wife and six children at 5 Lower Welling- 
ton street, where the accused man was in the 
habit of visiting. On Sunday, April 2nd last, 
O'Connor called at about 4 o'clock, and 
Mr. Barrett went out with him. Elizabeth 
Francis 
Barrett and O'Connor went to a public-house 
and had a drink. ‘They returned to Barrett's 
home, and at about 6.30 o’clock Elizabeth 
came in and had tea. 

Nothing unusual occurred while she was 
having tea. Au.terwards she intimated that 
she was going out. The prisoner made some 
observation, and she replied that she was 
going out with some other boy. Words passed, 
but there was nothing to excite the fear of 
the girl or anxiety for her safety. 


WITHOUT WARNING, 


The prisoner, however, stepped out and, 
with one hand on her shoulder, took a weapon 
from his pocket with the other, and, without 
any warning, drew it across her throat. She 
fell. She was taken to hospital immediately, 
but was dead on admission. Her throat had 
been cut virtually from ear to ear. 

At the police station a blood-stained razor 
was found in the prisoner’s pocket. His 
hands were blood-stained. 

There was no close attachment between the 
prisoner and the girl, declared Mr. Lynch, 
who added that it might be inferred by the 
jury that there was some form of passion in 
his mind. The man had been under the 
care of the me ‘ical officer at Mountjoy from 
April 3rd to May 30th, and the medical officer 
had a consultation with a mental expert. The 
jury would be able to say if the evidence

which would cause them to conclude that he 
was an exceptional type, or that he was in the 
incipient stages of a disease which, in its 
progress, would influence him in committing 
@ serious crime. 


FATHER’S DISTRESS. 


The first witness was the father of the dead 
girl, Francis Barrett, a french polisher, who 
broke down and sobbed several times during 
his evidence. . ) 

Barrett said that O’Connor asked the girl 
whether she would go out with him, and she 
replied ' No.” They had “a few words © 
in the hall. The man said “I have suffered 
hell for you; have you no pity! ” and the 
girl made no- reply. 

In broken tones, Barrett went on to describe 
how O’Connor pulled a razor from his pocket 
and cut the girl’s throat. ‘I rushed across 
the floor,” he continued, “ took him away 
from my daughter, and pushed him against 
the wall. My daughter fell, and I hfted her 
from the floor. Blood gushed on my hand, 
and | knew her throat was cut.” 

After stating that a number of people had 
collected around the front of the house, 
Barrett said that, in pushing O’Connor out 
of the house; he remarked: ‘* That is a nice 
thing you have done.” O’Connor’s answer 
was: “Í could not help it, Frank.” He 


When O'Connor was in the street the witness 
followed and struck him. O'Connor was taken 
to the police station by civilians. 

' Barrett stated at the end of his evidence 
that his daughter never went out with a boy. 

William Tyrrell, the next witness, said that 
on héaring ‘screams he ran to the Barretts’ 
house, and saw O'Connor emerging with 
blood on him. The girl’s body was lying in 
the hall. Tyrrell went on to say that he 
ran after O’Connor, who had left the house, 
and asked why he had committed the deed. 
In cross-examination he stated that O'Connor 
seemed dazed. 

‘After similar evidence by other witnesses, 
Superintendent O'Connell said that, when 
charged with the murder, O’Connor said: 
“The charge is correct. If she is dead, 
nothing else matters.” 

Dr. Glass said that on admission to the 
Mater Hospital the girl was dead. Consider- 
able force apparently had been used in cutting 
her throat.

Dr: Hackett, medical officer at Mountjoy 
Prison, said that he kept O'Connor under 
observation at the prison from the time of 
his arrival on April 3rd until May 30th, and 
brought Dr. Rutherford, an expert on;mental 
cases, in to examine him.

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HOW GIRL MET 
HER DEATH. 


ASSAILANT FOUND 
INSANE. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 


f-*OUND guilty of the murder of Elizabeth 
Barrett, (18), of 5 Lower Wellington 
street, Dublin, but insane at the time of 
the act, Thomas O'Connor (27), a french 
polisher, of 52 Marlborough street, Dublin, 
Was ordered to be detained during the 
Governor-General’s pleasure. : 

Counsel in the case were:—Mr. P. Lynch, 
K.C., and Mr. Kevin Haugh (instructed by 
the Chief State Solicitor) for the prosecution ; 
and Mr. C. Casey (instructed by Mr. L. Trant- 
McCarthy) for the prisoner. ; 
__ Outlining the case for the prosecution, Mr. 
Lynch ‘said that Elizabeth Barrett was a 
daughter of Francis Barrett, who lived with 
his wife and six children at 5 Lower Welling- 
ton street, where the accused man was in the 
habit of visiting. On Sunday, April 2nd last, 
O'Connor called at about 4 o'clock, and 
Mr. Barrett went out with him. Elizabeth 
‘Barrett was not then at home. Francis 
Barrett and O'Connor went to a public-house 
and had a drink. ‘They returned to Barrett's 
home, and at about 6.30 o'clock Elizabeth 
came in and had tea. 

Nothing unusual occurred while she was 
having tea. Afterwards she intimated that 
she was going out. The prisoner made some 
observation, and she replied that she was 
going out with some other boy. Words passed, 
but there was nothing to excite the fear of 
the girl or anxiety for her safety. 


WITHOUT WARNING, 


The prisoner, however, stepped out and, 
with one hand on her shoulder, took a weapon 
from his pocket with the other, and, without 
any warning, drew it across her throat, She 
fell. She was taken to hospital immediately, 
but was dead on admission. Her throat had 
been cut virtually from ear to ear. 

At the police station a blood-stained razor 
was found in the prisoner’s pocket. His 
hands were blood-stained. 

There was no close attachment between the 
prisoner and the girl, declared Mr. Lynch, 
who added that it might be inferred by the 
jury that there was some ferm of passion in 
his mind. The man had been under the 
care of the medical officer at Mountjoy from 
April órd to May 30th, and the medical officer 
had a consultation with a mental expert. The 
jury would be able to say if the evidence 
pointed to some sort of mental abnormality 
which would cause them to conclude that he 
was an exceptional type, or that he was in the 
incipient stages of a disease which, in its 
progress, would influence him in committing 
a serious crime. 


FATHER’S DISTRESS. 


The first witness was the father of the dead 
girl, Francis Barrett, a french polisher, who 
broke down and sobbed several times during 
his evidence. 

Barrett said that O’Connor asked the girl 
whether she would go out with him, and she 
replied ' No.” They had “a few words ” 
in the hall. The man said “I have suffered 
hell for you; have you no pity! ” and the 
girl made no- reply. 

In broken tones, Barrett went on to describe 
how O'Connor pulled a razor from his pocket

William Tyrrell, the next witness, said that 
on hearing ‘screams he ran to the Barretts’ 
house, and saw O'Connor emerging with 
blood on him. The girl's body was lying in 
the hall. Tyrrell went on to say that he 
ran after O’Connor, who had left the house, 
and asked why he had committed the deed. 
In cross-examination he stated that O'Connor 
seemed dazed. 

After similar evidence by other witnesses, 
Superintendent O’Connell said that, when 
charged with the murder, O’Connor said: 
“The charge is correct. If she is dead, 
nothing else matters.” 

Dr. Glass said that: on admission to the 
Mater Hospital the girl was dead.

TWO PROBLEMS, 


Reports were submitted dealing with youth, 
education and other matters. 

Turning to Europe, it was stated by the 
Eastern section that there was found an in- 
creasing realisation of the value of youth 
work, and much encouragement had been 
given to report. Generally, there was a 
lack of statistical information, and often 
where numbers were given they were ack- 
nowledged to be incomplete. 

Two . outstanding problems faced the 
Church of their Communion in Europe. 

The first was the encroachment of the 
Roman Catholic Church, which, because of | 
its immense resources in men and women and 
in money, and by its political influence, and 
by its centralised organisation, was able to 
take advantage of every opportunity to pro- 
mote its own ends and often succeeded in 
making opportunity. 

The other problem was Communism, 
which, in its worst forms, took the shape 
of anti-God propaganda inspired from 
Moscow. 

‘‘In some countries the latter problem,” 
it was further stated, “ is not seriously felt 
(t.e., Italy, Switzerland, and France); in 
others, such as Germany, Poland and Hun- 
gary, the Church has to face both pro- 
biems, single-headed or double, they were 
Being met with the utmost courage, ' and 
often with great success. - 


OPPOSITION. MET. 


“For example, the opposition of Rome 
has succeeded in some coufitries, such as 
Czechoslovakia, not in gaining devotees for 
the Roman Catholic faith, but in. binding 
the Protestant communions together for the 
advance of their religion and of adding many 
thousands of ple to the membership of 
other churches from the Roman fold... 

“The Church of the Czech brethren has 
increased from 150,000 in 1918 to 300,000 in 
1930. In Germany, although in 1930 there

FOUND HANGED IN 
‘HIS CELL. 


PRISONER WHO WAS 
ABOUT TO BE RELEASED. 


The Belfast Coroner (Mr. T. E. Alexander), 
holding an inguest yesterday on Thomas 
George Benson, who was found hanging in 
his cell in Belfast Prison on Sunday, said :— 

“ Benson had almost completed .his term 
and was abeut to be released. In all prob- 
ability the prospect of regaining his liberty 
and getting among his friends again affected 
his mind and led to his tragic end.”’ 

He returned a verdict of ‘‘ Suicide while 
of unsound mind.”’ 

The Governor of the prison said that 
Benson was admitted as a prisoner in 1925 
to undergo a sentence of twelve years’ penal 
servitude for manslaughter. He was due for 
release next March, having earned full re- 


mission marks. 


The medical officer stated that Benson had 
been suffering from heart disease, and was 
likely to die at any moment.
